HE SMASHED AN EMPIRE 


The most picturesque figure that emerged 
from behind the screen of censorship in the 
days of the great war was that of Lawrence of 
Arabia. When Allenby was sweeping into 
Palestine on “the last crusade” an amazed 
world learned how an unknown student of 
archaeology had vanished into the Arabian 
desert long before, had consolidated the tribes- 
men, led them in a jehad against their fellow- 
religionists, and smashed the Turkish power 
from Mecca to Damascus. 

The “Revolt in the Desert” eliminated Tur- 
key as a factor in the war. It also destroyed 
the Turkish empire. And it destroyed as well 
the tradition of “the conquering Turk,” with his 
aspirations to make himself the head of a pan- 
Moslem east arrayed against the civilization of 
the west. That was and is the permanent result 
of the revolt, as its immediate result was to 
knock Turkey out of the conflict. 

The war ended, Lawrence refused all honors, 
and disappeared again into obscurity as T. E. 
Shaw, an enlisted man in the Royal Air Force, 
serving in India. Whatever his reasons he thus 
remained a man of mystery, and passes into 
the record as a legendary figure, leaving an 
independent Arabia for his monument, and the 
world in debt for the part he played in short- 
ening the struggie

CONFISCATION IS NO CURE 

An advisory committee, appointed by the city 
council, has reported on the financial position of 
Vancouver, making a series of recommendations 
which in the main are equally applicable to 
other cities as well. 

The committee, under the chairmanship of 
Ald. C, E. Tisdall, included George A. Martin, 
J. P. Nicolls, J. C. McPherson, Percy E. Ben- 
gough, Percy McDermid, T. S. Dixon and Ald 
G. C. Miller. Their report was unanimous. 

In passing, the committee made reference 
to the investigation of the city’s finances by 
Mr. Thomas Bradshaw, who proposed “trying 
to pull a bull out of a china shop by his tail 
instead of by the ring in his nose.” The lan- 
guage of the committee fairly represents what 
the bull might be expected to do in the cir- 
cumstances. 

Mr. Bradshaw, the committee states with 
obvious accuracy, failed to name the cause of 
the city’s troubles—“absurd, uncertain, and im- 
possible taxation.” That of course was not 
what the bond-holders sent Mr.‘ Bradshaw to 
Vancouver for. He was sent to tell Vancouver 
people they must tighten their belts and pay 
the ransom money or be black-listed on the 
bond markets—which he proceeded to do. 

The committee state as a general basis for 
reconstructive effort, “If we are ever to meet 
our obligations we must work out a more just 
and equitable distribution of the cost of munici- 
pal government, in order to restore property 
values.” Of salvation through confiscation and 
taxpayer extermination, they have no hope. 

Wherefore it is advised the following 
changes will have to be made: 

1. Jettison the “guess” system of real estate 
assessment. 

2. Set up a scientific system based on actual 
income from property. 

3. Restore government grants. 

4. Place unemployment relief costs on the 
Dominion Government. M 

5. Reduce interest rates on bonded debts. 

6. Finance the costs of education, police and 
social services by provincial taxation on sales, 
turn-over or income, but cease grinding them 
out of the land-owner. 

All which is respectfully suggested for the 
careful attention of the city council of Edmon- 
ton, as being applicable in a general way also 
to the financial position and prospects of this 
city.

On the twentieth anniversary of the sinking 
of the Lusitania, Capt.-Lieut. Karl Scherb, who 
was an officer on the U-20 when she perpetrat- 
ed that crime against humanity on May 7, 1915, 
contributed an article to the Nazi organ Voel- 
kischer Boebachter of Berlin entitled “The Tor- 
pedoing of the English Auxfliary Cruiser Lusi- 
tania.” It was an official defence of the murder 
of 1200 innocent people by calling the defence- 
less passenger vessel an “auxiliary cruiser.” 

Scherb declares that only one torpedo was 
fired and that the crew of the U-20 were not 
aware of the identity of the vessel they tor- 
pedoed. My brother Ernest, now of Vancouver, 
who was on the deck of the Lusitania at the 
time, says he saw the track of two torpedoes 
before each of them struck. The commander 
of U-20 in his memoirs published two years ago 
says that en he discovered the identity of 


the vessel, he exclaimed, “My God! It is the 
Lusitania!” 
I'll accept Ernest's testimony. He spent 


many years at sea before embarking as a pas- 
senger on the Lusitania. The coming of two 
torpedoes would have a significance to a man 
whose father, grandfather and great-grand- 
father had each been lost at sea. As he says, 
“I thought it was the family fate coming to 
meet me.” 

The purpose of asserting that only one tor- 
pedo was fired would be to give the suggestion 
that the second explosion was caused by ex- 


ploding munitions.

Prolapsus 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


If you have ever studied a chart showing 
the various organs in the abdominal cavity 
you must have noticed how carefully the or- 
gans fit in together, being placed in a relatively 
small space in such a way that there is room 
for all. Nature has even devised a way to fold 
a digestive tube some 25 to 
30 feet long within this com- 
pact space. 

Now stop and consider 
the changes which occur 
during digestion, as for ex- 
ample, the difference in the 
stomach after a full meal and 
when it is empty, and you 
will undersatnd that the ab- 
dominal organs possess the 
power to adapt themselves to 
varying conditions. The di-

gestive tube possesses in addition the power to 


move food along. In the healthy individual, 
these organs fit in together normally and the 
vital work of assimilation and elimination goes 
on unnoticed. However, when the organs be- 
come prolapsed or fallen, the prolapsus be- 
comes more and more pronounced, so that one 
organ is lying on top of the other and all are 
being pressed further and further into the basin 
of the pelvis. In such an abnormal position, 
the organs may fail to function properly and 
one interferes with the free action of another. 


The three main causes of prolapsus are: 1— 
Weakness of abdominal muscles which fail to 
support the organs; 4—Weakness resulting from 
disease; 3—A slender body-build. When the 
muscles are soft and flabby from lack of use, 
the prolapsus becomes apparent in a protrusion 
of the lower abdomen causing the appearance 
of a “pot-belly.” When a definite disease is the 
cause, this must first be removed before the 
patient is ready to bring about a change in the 
position of the internal orgarts. 


Undoubtedly, the body-build of the patient 
has a great deal to do in encouraging prolapsus, 
and sagging of the organs is most likely to de- 
velop in the patient of the slender type, where 
the abdominal cavity is relatively long and 
narrow. The stomach stretches downward, be- 
coming lénger than normal, and the falling of 
this organ is often associated with a correspond- 
ing sagging of the large intestine. In fact, the 
transverse colon which should cross the body 
almost on a straight line, may sag in the middle 
like a hammock. With prolapsus of the stom- 
ach and large intestine there may in a few 
cases also occur a prolapsus of one kidney, 
called a “floating” kidney. 

Occupations requiring standing for long 
hours, where the patient works where he is on 
his feet all day, will be found to produce pro- 
lapsus. Classical and acrobatic dancing may 
also have the same effect, because of the fact 
that the muscles principally developed in danc- 
ing are those of the back and legs, so that the 
muscles over the front of the body are not 
strong enough to support the internal organs 
during the jolts and jars resulting from strenu- 
While lack of exercise 
alone is sufficient to cause prolapsus, neverthe- 
less the patient may seem to be getting plenty 
of exercise, but because this is not designed to 
strengthen the heavy abdominal muscles, it may 
not be the right kind to prevent prolapsus. 

The diagnosis of prolapsus 1s best made by 
exainining the patient under the fluoroscope, 
where the stomach and intestines are clearly 
seen. If any prolapsus exists it may be dis- 
covered in this way. Or, the X-ray examina- 
tion, where pictures are made, may also be 
used in making the diagnosis. However, a 
simple home test you may use to find if the 
stomach is prolapsed is as follows: First thing 
in the morning, drink a glass of ice cold water. 
You will be able to feel the cold from the water 
by placing the back of the hand over the stom- 
ach region. If the stomach has fallen you will 
be surprised to find the stomach actually several 
inches below where you think it is. I do not 
particularly recommend ice water, but using it 
one time in this way will not do any great harm 
and will help you to judge whether or not the 
stomach has sagged. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—"Reader” writes: Does the fact 
that a test of the liquid waste from the kidneys 
shows the presence of a trace of albumin neces- 
sarily mean that the kidneys are diseased?” 

ANSWER—A trace of albumin may be 
found in the test even though the kidneys are 
in normal health, Albumin may be produced 
as the result of a certain type of diet, or from 
other causes, including a disease of the kidneys 
such as Bright's Disease or Nephritis. A re-test 
may show that the albumin has disappeared, 
especially if only a trace was noted on the first 
report. I suggest that you write for my article 
on Albumin. Be sure to enclose one large, self- 
addressed, stamped envelope so that your reply 
will reach you.

| of the citizens by the soldiery”; 


the matter was long a_ political 
issue and in the mass meetings 
which horalded the rebellion of 
1837 the supporters of Papineau 
harangued the habitants upon 
“the massacre of May 21, 1832.”

13% cents; 25 cents for 2% Ibs. 
hamburger or “other refuse” from 
the butcher's. One gallon of 
kerosene at 28 cents each week 
takes another four cents daily. 
There gocs 42%5 cents, or the 
equivalent of cight meals each 
day. But they have milk now 
for porridge for breakfast and a 
flavor of meat for supper. The 
price of the mid-day meal being 
shot they can, or must go with- 
out. But not being allowed fuel 
of any kind they cannot claim a 
saving there. 

No fuel, the Relief Officer just 
shakes his head and says, “No 
relief coal is being issued.” Yes, 
it’s true there are over a score of 
modern fully equipped coal 
mines in the valley, and hun- 
dreds of miners idle or on relief, 
but no coal for the relief re- 
cipient 

Was this condition pointed out 
to Mr. Hanson? If so, did it irk 
him? Would.it “irk” him if I 
gave him the name of a British 
subject and Canadian citizen who 
went to work this morning, May 
2, without a single bite of break- 
fast, and who asked me last night 
for four or five potatoes for sup- 
per for his wife and two chil- 
dren? I'll gladly give either he 
or Mr. Irvine this man’s name if 
they are interested. Or would it 
be like the Douglas theory of re- 
lief which Mr, Aberhart is teach- 
ing—“something we couldn't un- 
derstand’? 

It has been said there is no 
ignorance in this world compar- 
able to that of the person who 
blindly disbelieves in the exist- 
ence of any force ‘or logical prin- 
ciple) beyond the range, of his 
comprehension 

The time has arrived for us to 
talk “man.”
